NIGERTA=GHANA JOINT EXPLORATION--Nigeria and Ghana may be jointly invol- 
ved in ofl exploration depending on the outcome of bilateral talks between 
President Hilla Limann and President Shehu Shagari in Lagos, reported the 
Nigerian DAILY TIMES. However, the final joint communique did not spe- 
cifically mention such an agreement, but said the two countries pledged 
their determination to continue work together at all levels. They agreed 
to re-activate the joint co-operation commission. Earlier, President 
Shagari had told the DAILY TIMES that the two countries were considering a 
joint aluminium project. "Nigeria and Ghana have maintained close cordial 
tiles since the colonial era and today, both Ghanaians and Nigerians feel 
at home in each other's country", President Shagari said. The Ghanaian 
President said his visit was not only to talk on economic, social, politi- 
cal and technical matters, but also to thank Nigerians and President Sha- 
gari "for their relentless co-operation and assistance in times of need." 
Lagos radio reported that the supply of Nigerian oil to Ghana had been one 
of the issues discussed at the final talks between the two leaders. [Text]

ANTI-DISCRIMINATION MOTION STIRS TRIBAL BITTERNESS 
Gaborone DAILY NEWS in English 25 Mar 80 p 2

[Text] A motion urging Jovernment to take stringent measures against dis- 
criminatory practices in Botswana has triggered-off tribal bitterness in 
Parliament. 


Last Friday, debate on the motion reached grim proportions as the BDP Member 
for Nkange Mr 0.1. Chilume, on the verge of tears, predicted an inevitable 
clash between the Bakalanga and the rest of the Setswana speaking tribes in 
the country. 


The motion, described by its mover Mr G. K. Koma BDP Member for Mahalapye, 
ac "general and innocent" states: "That this Honorable House deplores dis- 
criminatory practices in Botswana based on race, tribe, ethnic or political 
affiliation and urges Government to take measures to discourage these 
practices." 


Mr Koma disclosed cases of racial, tribal and ethnic discrimination in 
various sectors in the country including Barclays Bank Botswana and Waygard 
Security. Without mentioning names Mr Koma said "Africans" were being dis- 
criminated against in Barclays Bank Botswana and further alleged that the 
majority of the employees in Wayguard Security are Bakalanga. His conclusion 
was that the “man in charge" who ig Kalanga-speaking practiced tribal dis- 
crimination. 


Mr Koma argued that the policy of Government is that the fruita of this 
country be shared equitably and if discriminatory practicea continue this 
would be a flagrant violation of the national principle of Unity. 


There were instances quoted as well showing employment of people through 
political affiliation. Mr Koma alleged that the Botswana National Front has 
been associated with such practices. A driving Instructor in Serowe is 
reported to be issuing recommendations for driver's licenses to people affi- 
liated to the Botswana National Front only. 














One of the firms at the industrial site area of Gaborone, "Field Services," 
was included in Mr Koma's disclosures and he alleges that the firm employs 
"people of the same tribe only." 


"We cannot sit down and fold our arms and watch what is happening even though 
we know where it is leading to,'' Mr Koma argued. 


Mr Koma was supported in this line by Mr E.M.K. Kgabo, BDP Member for Kweneng 
South and the weight of their submissions was on tribal discrimination. 


Tension thickened in the House as Mr Chilume and the Assistant Minister of 
Local Government and Lands Mr D.K. Kwele, both Bakalanga, grilled the motion 
and warned of an inevitable national disunity. The two dominated the 
afternoon debate in an emotional onslaught on Mr Koma's alleged tribalistic 
motion directed against Bakalanga. 


Mr Chilume asserted that Mr Koma's motion was "a well organized Government 
motion directed against one tribal group--Bakalanga.'"' 


At one point Mr Chilume became so emotional that he had to be offered a glass 
of water by the leader of the opposition Mr Bathoeng Gaseitsiwe, and he made 
fr sent pauses in an obvious effort to control his feelings. 


sacrificed our language for the sake of national unity. Now you come to 
Parliament and you say Bakalanga are depriving other Batswana of jobs. You 
are demanding too much," he said. 


Mr Chilume felt that the motion had in actual fact sparked off the bitter- 
ness that Bakalanga had always suppressed. "You are in fact saying: 
Bakalanga wake up, you stupid," he said. 


"No other tribe sacrificed its culture for the sake of Unity, except us-- 
You are demanding too much. You keep on reminding us that we are Bakalanga.”’ 


Mr Chilume said the motion had now aroused tribal feelings in Botswana, 
and Bakalanga would now feel they had been singled out as strangers in this 
country. 


Stating repeatedly that he was not apologetic about being Kalanga, Mr 
Chilume stated: "we shall annoy you until you die." At this, the packed 
gallery applauded and they were reproached by the Speaker of the House. 


The standing orders of the National Assembly do not permit the public to 
participate in parliamentary proceedings. 


Mr Chilume said “you should take this as a fact and think as national 
leaders."" He had just asserted that Bakalanga are the largest tribal group 
in the country--hence their large numbers in various sectors in the country.

Both Mr Chilume and Mr 
Kwele were of the opinion that 
Mr Koma had dwelt more on 
Bakalanga in his argument for 
the passing of the motion. By so 
doing, Mr Koma had singled out 
Bakalanga as a tribal group and 
took it to task for depriving other 
Batswana of job opportunities. 

The two members argument 
is that Government would have 
to resort to the quota system — 
rather than the merit system — 
when it comes to employment of 
personne! 

This would mean people 
would have to be interrogated 
on tribal. racial, ethnic and polit- 
ical basis — under the quota sys- 
term — in order to obtain the re 
quired balance. If this would be 
the case then, the MP's argued. 
people would no lony er be emp- 
loyed on merit basis. 

How are you going to do 
that?’ The question was asked 
by both members in rhetoric.

This exercise wil! affect every 
body and every organisation in 
Botswana The main aim of the 
population census is to produce 
population figures which are 
necessary for piannng pur- 
poses 

“A Population Census is an 
expensive exercise which can- 
not be carried out more fre 
quently than once every ten 
years. This is why we had our last 
population census in 1971. 
Since 1971 there have been 
changes in the composition, 
size and other characteristics of 
our population. Now it is consi 
dered necessary to update the 
information about our popula- 
tion.

“The 1971 population census 
was the first census since inde 
pendence but not the first one in 
Botswane because there has 
been seven population cen- 
suses before, starting there with 
the firet one which took place in 
1904. During the 1971 people 
were asked questions about the 
number of people in the house, 
their age, thelr sexes, their oc- 
cupations and other questions. 

“The population census for 
which the Government is now 
making preparations will take 
place in 1981. There will be little 
difference between the 1971 and 
the 1981 population censuses 
except that the 1981 will include 
questions relating to the condi- 
tion of houses in which people 
live in the whole of Botswana. 

“This information is neces- 
sary because housing is one of 
the most impotant human 
needs. in this connection infor- 
mation collected during the 
census will be used by Govern- 





ment to plan the necessary 
housing development schemes. 

“Population census work re- 
quies careful and thorough pre- 
paration to ensure its success |t 
ie Necessary therefore, to start 
making this preparation now. 
My Ministry is actively engagec 


In making the necessary ar- 
rangement to start. 

“My address to you today, 
therefore, is intended to give you 
advance notice about the forth-

Finance for the pro- 
ject will be arranged next year and the power station is 
expected to be commissioned in 1986.

Mr Mokobi said that although 
the exact site for the power sta- 
tion is not known yet, it is hoped 
that it will be eftuated abeut two 
kilometres from the Colliery in 
order to reduce to a minimum 
the cost of transporting coa! He 
also noted that the power 
station's size would probably be 
about that of the Seleb+ Phikwe 
one, but would be expanded as 
the demand for electricity 
grows 

According to Mr Mokobi, the 
new station will belinked by 
transmission lines to both the 
north and the south. And after 
1986, there would be one single 
interlinked system, fed by three 
power stations at Gaborone. 
Selebi-Phikwe and the 
Morupule one. 


With this development, the 
expensive oil-fired stations in 
Gaborone, Orapa wil! be closed 
The stations at Serowe, Palapye 
and Manalapye will also be 
closed and supplied instead 
from Morupule. 


“Electricity in Botswana will 
then be almost entirely gener- 
ated from Botswana's coal. This 
will shield us against rises in the 
price of o1|, and against the 
danger of interruptions in the 
supply of o1! Mr Mokobi exp- 
lained 


He added that it is hoped the 
new power station will start with 
fewer employees than the 
Selebi-Phikwe one — which has 
205. of whom just over ten per 
cent are expatriates — and grow 
as it expands. He explained that 
a regional study to consider the 
impact of the station, which will 
also recommend where the 
workers should be housed and 
similar matters, 6 being under- 
taken by the Department of 
Town and Regiona! Planning.

LITTLE HOPE OF REAL CONTACT BETWEEN CONTENDING SIDES SEEN

[T ext/ The fighting in N'Djamena continues in spite of the appeals from 
African heads of state, the International Red Cross and other bodies. 
Thousands have died and many more are streaming into Cameroon as 
refugees. What remains of the diplomatk corps, especially the French, has 
been moved to the French army base And the Congolese contingent, 
which arrived as the first, and belated, contribution towards the Afncan 
peace-keeping force in Chad, has now been evacuated. 

The fighting had lasted over ten days, as of last Wednesday. By then, the 
fourth attempt at a ceasefire had failed, breaking down almost 
immediately after the two leaders of the warring factions, Goukhoun 
Woddeye and Hissen Habre. respectively the President and Defence 
Minister in the Transitional Government of National Unity, had 
telephoned to arrange a ceasefire. Similarly, the Red Cross attempts to 
establish a semblance of a ceasefire to allow time for the collection of the 
dead and injured has met with little success. 

It is estimated that at least 2,000 people have died in the fighting so far 
inN’ na. The medical faciities in the capital are rudimentary and 

overcrowded. Foreign aid workers are reported to have set up 
crude dispensaries and operating theatres in some parts of the city, 
including the university. 

It is now thought that some 100,000 refugees have moved from Chad 
into Cameroon during the fighting. N'Djamena ts almost entirely denuded 
of its civilian population. Quite how many of them have lost their lives is 


— to calculate at the moment 

is now aclear line dividing the two forces in the city. The northern 
part of N'Djamena which includes the French arr base is controtied by 
Goukhouni's Forces Armeées Populaires. The rest of the city, the south 
and the east is in the hands of Habres Forces Armées du Nord. This 
includes much of the Afncan quarter of the city. Despite reports to the 
contrary, it is certain that there has been no sign of pillage by troops in this 
sector and that F AN have set up « police force to preclude this eventuality. 

More of the factions are becoming directly involved in the fighting. 
Colonel Kamougue's Forces Armees Tchadiennes are camped some five 
kilometres south of N'Djamena, on the other side of the River Chari — 
they were repulsed by F AN with heavy losses when they tned tocross the 
Chagova Bridge a few days ago. They are now content to make their 
, revence felt by shelling Habres sector of the city. 

Meanwhile, more reports, substantiated by French intelligence sources, 
say that Ahmet Acyl, the Foreign Minister in the government and a 
member of the FAC, the Front d Action Commune, an alliance of several 
factions formed after the Lagos agreement last August, s moving 
reinforcements down from the North. 














These are alleged to be supplied by bases in Libya. Ahmet Acyl has 
been regarded in the course of the last year as being very close to Libya, 
Hissen Habre and his supporters have claimed in the last few weeks that 
Libya has been interfering in (he internal affairs of Chad. The complains 
coincided with confrontations outside of N' Djamena between the FAC 
and the FAN forces. 

Ahmet Acy! i bringing his troops in to back Goukhoun Woddeye. 
There is now a loose alliance between all the factions aimed at containing 
Hissen Habre. At present he is almost surrounded. However, mosi 
observers agree that his (roops have proved to be the most dinciplined in 
the struggle. The positions are the same inthecity. nough they have been 
held after some very bitter and bloody fighting in tue centre of N'Djamena 
around the cathedral and the French Embassy. 

While the French troops remain in their air base, guarding the last few 
Civilians left in the city and under sinct orders not to become involved in 
the fighting, the Congolese contingent of 500 men has been evacuated, 
They had become increasingly exposed in their barracks at the former 

ndarmerie. Habre allowed them to be evacuated provided they left their 
_ armour behind. 

In Nigeria, President Shagan has already called for a truce. He has 
ordered the Nigerian Minister of External Alluirs, Professor Ishaya Audu, 
to go to N’ Djamena to establish contacts with all the parties in the conflict. 
Consultations have also begun with some of the other countries which 
were participants at the last Lagus conference. There has, however, been 
no further development in this urea. President Shagari has emphasised 
that he is placing his good offices at the disposul of all the parties to come 
to a solution in the conflict. Mr. Salim Salim, the Tanzanian President of 


the UN General Assembly, on a brief visit to Ghana, has alsocalled on the 
factions to end the fighting. However, as the fighting continues there 
seems to be little hope, at present, of establishing any real contact with all 
the parties even to arrange a brief ceasefire. 
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RAWLINGS' POLITICAL FUTURE NEEDS CLARIFICATION

A LONG INTERVIEW given by Flight-Lieutenant J. J. 
Rawlings to the People's Evening News of Accra contained 
this significant paragraph: ‘'I believe June 4 in the Forces 
will find its counterpart in the civilian sector of society. It 
will give birth to something new, beautiful and dynamic. 
Political awakening generated by June 4 will not die and 
must be sustained. There are new organisations, such as the 
June 4 Movement and the People's Revolutionary League, 
workers, students and progressive elements in the parties 
are determined to protect the victories of the June 4 up- 
rising. My responsibilities in this respect are very clear.” 

Similarly, in an interview with the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, Flight-Lt. Rawlings dodged a question about 
whether he was going to enter into party politics but made 
clear that he thought he would play a part in the political 
future of Ghana and was maintaining a close interest in 
Certain pressure groups. This is a matter that needs clarifi- 
cation. 

In another part of the interview with the People's Even- 
ing News, the former AFRC Chairman was asked about the 
role of the Armed Forces in the Third Republic and the 
chances of the survival of the Constitution. He replied, with 
some spirit, “I don't want to sound pompous, but | don't 
need any lessons about democracy from anybody. Take the 
facts — one, we came to power as a result of a popular 
uprising; two, we ourselves limited our rule to about three 
months; three, we conducted a general election, which all 
the parties have accepted as being fair and clean; and four, 
we actually handed over power to the elected government 
as ised.”

While accepting the Flight-Lieutenant’s sincerity, how- 
ever, there are real problems that arose from his earlier 
claims to have the right to monitor, as it were, the acts of the 
civilian government and pronounce upon their accentabili- 
ty, and that arise now from his apparent re-entry into a form 
of politics, Many world leaders find themselves embarras- 
sed by their predeccessors: Mrs. Thatcher in Britain finds 
that the pronouncements of Mr. Ted Heath on the Com- 
mon Market cause her discomfort, former President Ford 
has proved on occasion to be a thorn in the side of President 
Carter. However, Flight-Lt. Rawlings must recognise that 
his is a special case, He was never elected by anyone; he 
seized power at the barrel of a gun. In spite of his pledges, 
there must be in people's minds the possibility that the 
democratic process could again be disrupted. 

What Flight-Lt. Rawlings has never done with any con- 
viction is to acknowledge that the ballot box can give a true 
reflection of the will of the people. He has in the past give 
the impression that he had a direct line, as it were, to the 
mass of the people and could speak with authority about 
what they wished and how their interests could best be 
served. Few people would deny that he has an immense 
popularity in Ghana, but if he is to take part in politics in 
the Ghana that has emerged after September 24 it is 
essential (if the constitution is to remain inviolate) for him 
to be seen to be playing the game of politics according to 
the rules: that is, for him to join or form a political party and 
submit himself to judgment of the people at the ballot box. 

In the meantime the one area in which Flight-Lt. Rawl- 
ings is uniquely qualified to help at the moment is in resolv- 
ing the crux that has arisen over rectifying the injustices 
that are protected by the Transitional Provisions. The 
AFRC had the major responsibility for drawing up the 
provisions (though the PNP must also accept some blame) 
and if the former Chairman would clearly state that the 
provisions could be changed without undermining the 
“gains of June 4° many of the difficulties would 
immediately disappear. 

Instead Flight-Lt. Rawlings tends to confuse things by 
implying that injustices are somehow unimportant because 
of the hardships that Ghanaians continue to suffer. A 
typical line of argument occurs in the latest interview: “ No 
one can stop the democratic process. It is irreversible and 
the defence of democracy is not a matter of fine theories 
from editorial writers but resolving the real problems of the 
people: food for those who are hungry, and houses and 
clothes for those who have none. . . I also know that the 
constitution contaims clauses on fundamental human rights 
and with all the aasse that is being made about educating 
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the people to know about these rights, | hope that people 
will get some food to eat while this knowledge is being fed 
to them.” 

Much has beem eritten in West Africa and elsewhere 
about the damage that June 4 did in some areas. But it also 
needs to be said agate that there is cause for gratitude and 
respect for Flight-Lt. Rawlings — for stimulating moral 
outrage over corruption and exploitation, and for prevent- 
ing a real revolution (the so-called revolution of June 4 
should be renamed the near-revolution of June 4). He now 
has the opportunity to do an even greater service to his 
country.

NON-REPATRIATTON OF EXPORT EARNINGS DETRIMENTAL

Ghana loses more than £20m., 
25m. CFA francs, and im. 
deutschmarks every year through 
non-repatnation of export earn- 
ings. “This 18 because the law 
dealing with commercial exports is 
so lax that anybody can sidestep 
it’, said Dr. E. E. Mensah, director 
of the Export Promotion Council, 
in an interview with the Ghanaian 
Times. He said that “since 1974, 
when the Imports and Exports 
Decree (NRCD 260) was passed, 
not a single exporter has been 
prosecuted for failing to repatriate 
proceeds of the sale of the exported 
goods in foreign exchange within 
two months after the date of 
exportation as stipulated in part 
three, subsection four of the 
decree’. 

Dr. Mensah said the Bank of 
Ghana had no machinery for 
monitoring the repatriation of 
foreign exchange export earnings. 
He called for the necessary 
legislation to allow the Export 
Promotion Council not only to 
promote Ghana's export pro- 
gramme, but also to monitor 
repatriation by both Ghanaian and 
foreign exporters. 


The Ghiamuan Times said that its’ 


own investigations showed that the 
Ministry of Trade had no 
up-to-date register of exporters. It 
said that every year, foreign sailors 
take out of the country hundreds of 
rare Ghanaian birds and animals 
such as parrots and monkeys which 
they sell abroad. Cash crops like

cola nuts are also exported by 
Malians and Nigerians (o their 
countries. This produce is then 
re-exported to the West Germany, 
Mexico, France and the US. Dr.

[Text] Aurelie Perrine was once again elected to the presidency of the 
Port Louis Harbor and Dock Workers Union (PLHDWU) at the annual general 
assembly held yesterday morning in the Jean Lebrun Auditorium in Port 
Louis. The executive committee remains the same Mugesh Veerabadren was 
reelected as secretary and Michel Gerard Nina as ..easurer. The election 
was only organized in the stevedores section, in which four candidates 
were in the running: Mario Flore, Claude Elysee, Michel Nina and Deven 
Vythilingum, for the three seats to be filled.

Berenger 
repeated his appeal for shipment of sugar to the Common Market before 

31 May so that Mauritius may honor its commitments. He said that the 
year 1979 was an important one in which the trade union had to initiate 
several negotiations concerning bulk goods and use of the new pier. 
Berenger predicts that the bulk sugar terminal, which will be operational 
in July 1980, will not operate effectively. According to Berenger, 1980 
is a very difficult year, especially with the introduction of the bulk 
sugar terminal for shipping out sugar. 


Berenger stated that the situation is very alarming with regard to our 
Sugar quota. Within this context, he claims to have received documents 
from English trade unionist friends concerning discussions held in Jamaica 
on sugar. 


Berenger expressed satisfaction that the speed with which sugar is em- 
barked has improved and he praised the efforts made by Mario Flore, Gaetan 
Pillay and Claude Elysee, which go on board every morning to see that the 
sugar is loaded properly. 
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Commenting on the attitude of management, Berenger believes that there 
has recently been a change. Taking up the matter of nationalization of 
the port, the negot‘ator noted that it is in the interest of the workers 
and the country.

LMPACT OF BULK LOADING REPORTED 
Port Louie LE MAURICLEN in French 1 Mar 80 pp 1, 4 


[Text] The bulk sugar terminal, a completely mechanized operation, will 

go into operation at the beginning of July, the opening of the 1980 sugar 
harvest. This confirmation was given to the Association of Port Employers 
by France Empeigne, president of the Mauritius Sugar Bulk Terminal Corpora- 
tion, in an official letter sent Thursday afternoon. 


This new procedure required a reduction in port personnel. Some 1,950 
blue- and white-collar workers at the port have been laid off. The Port 
Employers Association delivered their notice to them yesterday, four months 
in advance. However, substantial compensation will be paid to the worker 
in accordance with the terms of an agreement concluded last year between 
the government, the Port Employers Association and the Port Louis Harbor 
and Dock Workers Union. Those with 15 or more years of service will re- 
ceive a pension equivalent to two-thirds of 26 days of basic wage per year 
of service. 


It should be emphasized that the cost of work to install the bulk sugar 
terminal complex was originally an estimated 300 million rupees. The 
government initially spent some 130 million rupees to finance the project, 
thanks to a fund set up by the sugar industry from a levy (100 rupees) 
placed on every ton of sugar exported since 1974. 


With the bulk sugar terminal, the government will save several million 
rupees every year, particularly 10 million rupees by reducing sugar losses 
occurring during loading, 27 million rupees by reducing the cost of freight 
on shipments of sugar exported annually, and 16 million rupees by eliminat- 
ing certain local expenditures for shipping such as bags, ripe, storage 
fees and transport by barges. 


Another advantage is that the speed of loading will be increased consider- 
ably: 25,000 tons of sugar loaded in 20 hours, compared with at least 
20 days of hard work for the same quantity with the current system. 
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Starting on Monday, an additional labor force of 50 persons will help the 
atevedores to load the sugar. The first 25 were hired yesterday and 
another 25 will be taken on this mornirg.

WINDHOEK: The two 
parties which staged a 
walk-out during the 
founding congress of a new 
Black nationalist party here 
at the weekend withdrew 
because of a motion tabled 
during the congress and not 
over a name for the new 
party, according to a state- 
ment issued here yesterday. 


The statement was issued 
jointly by the National 
Independence Party and the 
Rehoboth Group, both in- 
dependent members of the 
Black political © umbrella 
organisation, the Namibia 
National Front, which dis- 
banded at the weekend to form 
a unitary party under the same 
name. 

The new party was formed 
by the remaining four member 
parties of the NNF, namely 
the South West Africa 


National Union, the Damara 
Council, the Mbanderu Coun- 
cil and the Progressive Party 
of Namibia. 

The Swapo Democrats 
Party, a splinter group of 
Swapo which is waging a guer- 
rilla war in the Territory, was 
to have been included in the 
merger but withdrew because 
of a dispute over representa- 
tion at the inaugural congress. 


The NIP and the Rehoboth 
Group, a breakaway p 
from the SWA Federal Party, 
stated they had in fact never 
resigned from the NNF. 

They had walked out during 
the congress strictly because 
they had felt morally obliged 
to do so after a motion 
proposed by Swanu — the 
most influential party in the 
old NNF — was adopted by 
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congress “in spite of opposi- 
tion by half of the par- 
ticipating groups.” 

The statement did not in- 
dicate what the motion was 
about, but political observers 
here thought it had to do with 
policy amendments. 

Earlier reports had 
speculated that the two parties 
had walked out over a dispute 
concerning a new name for the 
party. 

“Because of the position of 
authority (gesagsposisie) of the 
founding congress, we had 
questioned the vailidity of the 
motion. 

“In spite of opposition to 
the motion by half of the par- 
ticipating groups at the con- 
gress, it was still pushed 
through and we were morally 
obliged to leave the congress,” 
the statement said. 

It indicated that the two dis-

BUTHELEZI TALKS WITH NRP, CRITICIZES POLICIES

talks with Chief Buthelezi at Ulundi, the Inkatha viewpoint was made clear:

Africa the NRP appears to 


comprehend this fact the 
least.” 

Chief Buthelezi afterwards 
described the talks as ‘‘frank 
and worthwhile’. 

He suggested that the NRP

Natal by joining forces with 
KwaZulu and thereby establish- 
ing a formula for power-shar- 
ing which could serve as an 
example to the rest of the 
country. 

However. he was neverthe- 
less highly critical of the par- 
ty's policies and attitudes. 

He said it appeared that the

blunders made by the National 
Party during the past 30 years. 

“There are two streams of 
development in white politics. 
The one deals with kaffirs as a

[Text] Dr Harrison Motlana, chairman of the Soweto Committee of Ten, has 
replied to Chief Gatsha Buthelezi's comment that Blacks who refuse to ne- 
gotiate with the South African Government are "living in a fool's paradise". 


Speaking cautiously he said: "I do not want to cross swords with Chief 
Buthelezt. 


Chief Buthelezi is the KwaZulu Chief Minister who made the statement as 
part of his address to a large crowd in Soweto on Sunday. 


He had urged his followers to negotiate with the Government by taking posi- 
tions in all administrative agencies available to Blacks. 


There has been a heated exchange of words between Dr Motlana and Chief 
Buthelezi over their strategies as Black leaders. 


The intensity of the clash culminated in Dr Motlana being threatened by some 
of Chief Buthelezi's followers for allegedly besmirching in public the repu- 
tation of their leader. 


In his carefully worded reply yesterday Dr Motlana conceded that a trans- 
fer of power would come eventually through negotiations between Blacks 
and Whites. 


But at present his group is against negotiations at all levels because they 
believe that Blacks would be negotiating from a powerless base. 


We have asked the Government to prove its bona fides by scrapping the 
pass laws."

GOVERNMENT DENIES PLANS TO ARREST ZCTU LEADERS

[Text] The Government has no intention of arresting any leader in the 
Zambia Congress of Trade Unions said member of the Central Committee 
Mr Reuben Kamanga in Lusaka yesterday. 


Mr Kamanga who is chairman of the Political, Constitutional, Legal and 
Foreign Affairs Sub-:ommittee of the Central Committee, said the Party and 
its Government did not take pleasure in arresting people. 


“Arresting people is a very serious thing. This is the view of the Party 
and its Government," he said. 


Mr Kamanga was answering a challenge to the Government from ZCTU general 
secretary. Mr Newstead Zimba, who said last Sunday that if he and the con- 
gress chairman, Mr Frederick Chiluba were regarded as reactionaries, the 
Government should arrest them. 


Briefing teachers in Kalulushi on the meeting, he, Mr Chiluba and Zambia 
National Union of Teachers (ZNUT) general secretary, Mr Shiyenge Kapini, 

held last month about their new conditions of service, Mr Zimba warned the 
Government against dodging workers‘ problems by labelling labour leaders 
counterrevolutionaries, reactionaries or agents of the enemies of the country. 


Mr Kamanga assured Mr Zimba and Mr Chiluba and all their colleagues that the 
Party and its Government did not take their work lightly. 


"The Government does not enjoy arresting people. It is not a pleasure at 
all. It is a very serious thing when one is arrested. It ig only done as 
a last resort. 


"There is no question of arresting anybody," Mr Kamanga said, adding that 
regulations were there for everybody to follow. 


"If anybody comes into conflict with these laws, then, they are applied auto- 
matically as the situation demands. So, Zimba, Chiluba or Kamanga must keep 
within these laws. This must be very clear," he said. 
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He appealed to Congress leaders to work for the preservation of the laws of 
the country, making it clear that this did not mean that they should not 
criticize the leadership. 


"Everybody has been free to criticize the Party, Government, the entire 
leadership including the President in the mass media controlled by the 
Party and its Government.

[Text] The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, said last night his Government would 
ensure that true democracy remained in this country, reports Iana. 


In an interview with Zimbabwe Television, Mr Mugabe said there would be more 
elections in the country. 


Mr Mugabe, whose ZANU (PF) won 57 of the 80 black seats in the February 
poll, said his Government was bound to learn and benefit from the errors and 
points of success of other black neighboring states. 


"Our realistic approach is that we leave things as they are," he said when 
asked to comment about the possibility of his Government nationalizing large 
sections of the economy. 


"We have recognized that this country is a capitalistic country and you 
cannot nationalize the structure and hope to achieve the goals of socialism," 
he said. 


Mr Mugabe warned those who may take the law in their own hands that they 
would be dealt with. 


"We cannot have lawless society. Banditry just has to stop," he said. 


Although his Government would like to maintain high standards, those issues 
based on color would have to go. Mr Mugabe said those issues based on merit 
would not be tampered with. 


There was no contradiction between catholicism and marxism, Mr Mugabe said, 
when asked about his marxist views. He said marxism and religion can exist 
side by side.

Ustinov, head of the Third African Department in the Foreign Affairs Ministry. 


They were greeted by the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Mr Simon Mzenda, and 
his assistant, Mr Byron Hove. 


In a prepared statement to the Press, Mr Rashidov outlined his country's 
attitude towards Zimbabwe, saying the USSR favored "peace and cooperation" 
while respecting the principles of “equality, mutual respect for sovereignty, 
territorial integrity and non-interference in internal affairs." 


He said the Soviet people "and all honest people on earth" were entirely "on 
your side in your struggle." 


"Your victory is at the same cine a yictory of international solidarity in 
the just struggle for the complete elimination of racism and colonialism in 
the world," his statement said. 


"We express the hope that the USSR and Zimbabwe will, on the road to inde- 
pendent national development, develop relations and friendship and coopera- 
tion to the benefit of the peoples of our iwo countries and in the interests 
of consolidating universal peace."

Dr Sekeramayi said he had seen and been involved with collective farming in 
various parts of the world and believed the concept was good. "But if in 
this country we want to make a success of it, we must have local interest." 


The priority, before considering productive farming, was to resettle the 
refugees and members of the armed forces in the assembly points and help 
them become self-sufficient, he said. 


Dr Sekeramayi said he and the Minister of Local Government and Housing, 
Mr Eddison Zvobgo, recently made a tour of the townships and squatter camps 
and spoke to people. 


"Most of them want to go back to their homes in the TTLs and many of them 
are going to find their homes destroyed, but we will be ready to assist them 
with food, tools and capital."

[Text] Zimbabwe is to make an urgent late bid to gain entry for its sports- 
men to the 1980 Olympic Games at Moscow from July 19-August 3. 


This was decided in Salisbury yesterday by the new council of the National 
Olympic Committee of Zimbabwe immediately after the annual meeting. 


For the first time in the history of the national Olympic movement, which 
dates back to 1934, the headquarters was moved to Salisbury and the new pre- 
sident, Mr Frank Lincoln, said: ‘We are going flat out to get to Moscow. 

We will be contacting the Minister of Sport and the Prime Minister to give us 
the necessary help in attempting to get Zimbabwe sportsmen to Moscow even at 
this late stage. 


Urgent 


"We hope the International Olympic Committee in Lausanne will urgently con- 
sider either our reinstatement or a fresh application. We will try to press 
them to make special dispensation to enable us to compete in the Games." 


The National Olympic Committee of Rhodesia (yesterday changed to the NOC of 
Zimbabwe) was expelled from the IOC in May 1975 for political reasons, and 
must now reapply. 


Technically the first time a fresh application can be heard by the full I0C 
committee of more than 80 members is during the Moscow Games but Zimbabwe is 
asking for that requirement to be waived and for the country to be re-instated 
immediately. This could then be ratified by the full congress at Moscow.

STRIKES WORST SINCE '64--The recent series of strikes throughout the country 
were certainly the most disruptive in the country since 1964 and probably 
the worst in the country's industrial history. Up to the end of March, the 
month when most strikes took place, a total of 33,637 Mondays in production 
had been lost. This is more than the total for any year since 1964 when 
42,698 days were lost, mostly because of Wankie strike. Fifty-four firms 
were involved in the strikes and 15,814 workers, says the Ministry of Man- 
power. Officials there do not have records going back to the earliest days 
but say that almost certainly they have not matched this year. Last year 
only 180 days were lost.

A gift of $5,000 by Rio Tinto yesterday to the Independence Cele- 
bration Fund was a demonstration of the group's willingness to continue 
Zimbabwe's development, the group's chairman, Mr W. V. Rickards, said. "The 
group has helped to develop the country in the past and it has recently had 
several million dollars made available for new products in the country, and 
this gift of $5,000 is a further demonstration of its willingness to con- 
tinue with the development of a new Zimbabwe," Mr Rickards said. The fund 
now totals $146,894.
